Law’s Provisions 
“The 
w om ans 
law 
says 
the 
statem ent, "provides th at adult fe­ 
males normally may tie employed 
not more than ten hours per day, 
54 hours per week. or six days per 
week. 
In factories they may not 
wor kbefore 6 a. rn. or after IO p 
rn. 
"Girls over 16 years and under 21 
may 
not 
work anywhere 
in the 
state before 6 a. rn. or after 9 p. rn. 
except 
as telephone operators. 
A 
45-minute period must be allowed 
for the mid-day meal of all women, 
unless the workday is less than eight 
hours, in which event 
the 
meal 
period may be reduced to 30 m in­ 
utes. 
Minors of both sexes under 16 
years, under all circum stances are 
restriced to employment of nine 
hours per day and 51 hours per 
week, and they may not work be­ 
fore 6 a. m. or after 8 p. rn.

W ashington, Dec. 5 (API—Con 
gresa was inform ed Thursday b* 
President Hoover how he plans U 
spend $150,000,000 for public work 
within the next six m onths to re 
lleve unemployment. 
A dm inistration leaders responded 
to the chief executive's urgent pier 
for quick action, and the house ap. 
proprlations com m ittee will begin 
hearings today on a resolution t 
provide the sum. 
A sim ilar resolu­ 
tion was introduced in the senate 
and will await house action 
Members of both parties who h ar’ 
looked skeptically at first 
at 
his 
proposal indicated th a t the chief 
executive's decision to make known 
the use to which th e money was tc 
be put would create a strong favor­ 
able sentiment. 
In subm itting his supplemental 
estimate, President Hoover said the 
application of the money was to bt 
limited to work already directed by 
congress, the economic importance 
of which previously had been de­ 
term ined by it. 
Seeks to Avoid Delay 
The president said the grant of 
a lump sum to a cabinet committee 
would avoid “the long delay lnciden* 
to selection of new projects by con­ 
gress and the further long delay in 
technical 
preparation 
which new 
projects 
would 
require, 
both 
of 
which would render such action of 
no purpose in relief of unemploy­ 
m en t.' 
The committee he said, would be 
made up of the secretaries of treas­ 
ury, war, Navy commerce and Agri­ 
culture. 
Its composition, he said. 
might be fixed in the appropriation 
bill or by himself. 
“The test of the value of such re­ 
lief is the ability to pay wages be­ 
tween now and the end of the fiscal 
year, and I therefore urge that this 
estimate be given early considera­ 
tion." he said. 
While he recommended the funds 
be distributed among the various 
government 
departm ents, 
he 
set 
aside $80,000 OOO for federal highway 
aid and $25,500,000 for rivers and 
harbors 
improvement 
and 
flood 
control.
